If the owner of muck .« oil will clean 
up such land, dredge and ditch 
it and 
plant it to peppermint he can make 
it yield a handsome profit. Pepper* 
mint is tended » -lostlv by hor e and 
plow. 
Little hand labor 
is needed, 
i'i v e crops are harvested 
from one 
planting o i roots with only two yea rs’ 
w o rk required; it builds 
up 
the soil 
Instead of running it d o w n ; it is not 
much aff**eted 
by 
insects, nor by v.et 
t or dry season s; it pays more to the 
acre than ordinary crops an d ran be 
held for hig her prices for years with­ 
out spoil ini’.
